September 1954 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for September calls for tempera- 
tures to average below seasonal normals east of the Mississippi with 
createst departures over the Middle Atlantic States. Above normal 
temperatures are expected over the western half of the country with 
greatest departures over the Rocky Mountain States and Northern Plains. 
In general prevailingly subnormal precipitation is expected over the 
nation except for near to above normal rainfall from the Appalachians 
eastward and also west of the Continental Divide.

VY EATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 31, 1954 


Showers occurred on several days in many northern sections and weekly 
totals exceeded an inch in much of the area extending from the upper 
Mississippi Valley to the Appalachians and over one-half inch in a few 
other scattered areas. Des Moines, Iowa had over 4 inches and minor 
flooding is occurring in the Des Moines River Basin. Near the end of 
the period showers were heavy over most of Florida and light to 
moderate in the Rio Grande Valley and eastern New Mexico. In most 

of the remainder of the Country, rainfall was negligible with most 
central and southern portions of the far west and smaller areas in the 
Great Plains and south receiving no measurable amount. The week was 
hot and humid in the south. Maximum temperatures were 100° or above 
in most of the south on the 26th, 27th and 28th, and in the lower and 
central Mississippi Valley and some sections of the central Great 
Plains from the 26th to the end of the period. 


Daily maximum temperatures at Fort Smith, Arkansas averaged 101° 
for the week. Maximum in the 90's extended into the north-central 
interior on the 24th (Glasgow, Montana, 90°), the northeast on the 
25th (Burlington, Vermont, 90°), and most of the far west on the 29th. 
Before the 29th abnormally cold weather had prevailed in the latter

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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS - CALIFORNIA - Continue to menace crops in San Diego 
County. Melanoplus mexicanus in margins of alfalfa in Imperial Valley. 
Populations in a number of counties. Oedaleonotus enigma and M. meee 
devastator continue in economic numbers in areas of Sacramento, 
Calaveras, Amador, Eldorado and Placer Counties. OREGON - Mixed 
Species, averaging 25 per square yard, infest 150,000 acres of rangeland, 
adjacent to crops near Heppner, Morrow County. MONTANA - Serious 
infestation in Golden Valley County. Damage to grass varies from slight 
to 100 percent. Aulocara elliotti, principal species involved, migrating 
from original infested range areas to nearby valuable meadow, hay land 
crops. Control necessary. Grass and crop areas generally infested by 

M. mexicanus, Camnula pellucida and M. bivittatus in Missoula County. 
While not economic in some areas, over-all picture indicates a build-up 
over 1553. IOWA - Limited local damage to clover, alfalfa, soybeans, and 
corn in central and southern areas. MICHIGAN - Spotted and local with 
densities slightly above those of 1953. Minor damage to new seedings of 
clover and alfalfa. OHIO - Local and spotted with densities slightly 

above those of 1953. Tobacco and canning tomatoes principal crops being 
threatened. (Grasshopper Cont. Proj., Aug. ll). WYOMING - Migration 
from pasture and range lands into small grains and radish fields causing 
severe damage in some areas Park County. (Poyner). MISSOURI - Field 
margins of newly-seeded small grains over much of State showing 

neavy damage by Melanoplus spp. Spreading out in general to growing 
crops. Oviposition of M. differentialis heavy over entire State. (Kyd, 
Thomas). MINNESOTA - Damage to sweet corn, tomatoes and squash 

in Twin Cities area and Steele County. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). 
ILLINOIS - Still damaging many farms where control measures not 
applied. (Decker). TENNESSEE - Damaging practically all crops. Caused 
more injury to corn and tobacco than all other insects combined. (Scott). 


RUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - MISSOURI - The few 
fields of green corn in extreme southeast area heavily infested with larvae 
and eggs. Silking corn in New Madrid County 88 percent infested with 264 
second to fifth instar larvae per 100 plants. Moths very numerous and 

egg masses averaged 200 per 100 stalks. (Kyd, Thomas). MINNESOTA - 
About 34-40 percent and 45-50 percent of larvae in fifth instar in south 
central and southwest districts respectively. Pupation considerably 
higher in southern tier of counties. Peak moth flight week of August 16, 
another peak about August 23. Eggs laid after August 22 will be of little 
consequence except in late sweet corn. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). 
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ILLINOIS - Activity rapidly declining for season. Eyjg-laying past in 
central area and declininy fartner north. However, in extreme northern 
counties, ejy-laying on fresh silking sweet corn may continue for 
another week or 10 days. Average number borers per infested plant 

of field corn by county: Kendall 2.3, DeKalb 2.5, Lee 5.5, Henry 6. 3, 
Iroquois 3.0, Woodford 6.3. (Decker, Petty). TENNESSEE - Full-grown 
larvae found in all areas, some pupae. In many instances growers 
blaming corn borer as cause of no corn crop while drought is actual 
cause of corn failure. (Mullett). MAINE - Light infestation and injury 
Cumberland County. Moderate infestation but slight injury in Hancock 
County. (Trask, Rogers, July Rept). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - MAINE - Infestations more 
general than usual in Piscataquis County during July. (Roberts). ILLINOIS 
Moth activity and egg-laying increasing steadily and expected to continue 
increasing until frost. Eggs in moderate to large numbers on fresh silks 
of sweet corn, heads of broomcorn and cane, alfalfa and tomatoes. Moth 
flight highest in many years, (Decker). Twenty and 30 percent ears 
damaged in Lee and Henry Counties. (Petty). MISSOURI - Ninety to 

100 percent damaged ears in field corn in southeast area. A few widely 
scattered soybean fields in extreme southeast show moderate to heavy 
injury to pods, from 1-3 larvae per foot of row in heavily infested 

fields. From 3.7 larvae per 25 sweeps in alfalfa in this area also. 

(Kyd, Thomas). ARKANSAS - Infestations high in some soybean fields 

in Jackson and western Poinsett Counties. Up to S larvae per foot of 

row. Averaye of 73 moths per night being collected at Varner. Heavy 
flights in nearly all northeastern counties. (Warren, Barnes). UTAH - 
Generally moderate in corn. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Damage continues to 
increase in corn growin; areas, (Poyner). 


WIREWORMS - MARYLAND - Damaye to corn in Baltimore County. This 
damage late for Maryland. (U. Md., Ent. Dept). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - MISSOURI - From 7 to over 200 per 
stalk on corn in extreme southeast, (Kyd, Thomas). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphyqma frugiperda) - DELAWARE - Very 
destructive to late corn, as many as 2-3 larvae per plant in whorls in 
some areas. (Late News). NORTH C AROLINA - Young corn throughout 
State heavily infested, with 100 percent of plants seriously damaged and 
bearing one or more larvae in many fields. Most larvae early instars. 
(Mitchell). TENNESSEE - Appearing in whorls of corn in scattered areas 
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over State. (Mullett), ARKANSAS - Infestations general over State. Dama je 
to late corn locally severe in some counties, up to five larvae per stalk. 
Damage has not been severe in sorghum fields even though nearly 100 
percent of stalks attacked in some fields. (Warren, Barnes). ILLINOIS - 
Apparently increasing and seriously damaging small corn in southern 

aalf of State. (Decker)... ARIZONA - Abundant on some plantings of sweet 
corn near Phoenix, (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


A TORTRICID - ILLINOIS - Average of 3.3 larvae per 100 ears of corn 
in Henry County, 8.3 per 100 in Woodford County. Infesting tips and silks. 
(Petty). 


SUGARCANE BORER (Diatraea saccharalis) - LOUISIANA - Appears 

well under control over cane belt generally; however, heavy third-genera- 
tion hatch-out in localized areas in southern part, more widespread in 
Bunkie-Cheneyville vicinity. Some dusting against third generation. 
Trichogramma egg parasitism generally high, but on some farms 
parasites have not become established either naturally or artifically. 
(Dugas). 


ARMYWORMS - FLORIDA - Average 200 per square foot on millet grass 
at Inverness. (Medlin). ARIZONA - An armyworm infesting whorls of 
sorghum at Yuma, nearly every plant infested. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 
WYOMING - Heavy local infestation of Pseudaletia unipuncta_ in Sheridan 
County latter part of July. (Poyner). UTAH - PB. unipuncta still causing 
some damage to pastures and other crops in Garfield, Carbon and 
Emery Counties.

up in some succulent alfalfa fields. (Knowlton).

LYGUS BUGS - UTAH - Still numerous on alfalfa, extremely numerous on 
red clover.

GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - DELAWARE - Feedinj 
heavily on soybeans in many areas. (Late News). MISSOURI - Outbreak 
populations in soybeans along Missouri and Mississippi River counties 
north and west of St. Louis.

JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - Generally adults were not as 
aoundant during July 1954 as in previous years, which may be due to dry 
weather, In NORTH CAROLINA(eastern section), VIRGINIA, and 
MARYLAND beetles appeared in June and reached population peak about 
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June 16-23. In DELAWARE, NEW JERSEY, PENNSYLVANIA, OHIO, 
lower NEW YORK and lower NEW ENGLAND adults appeared early in 
month and reached peak week of June 23.

TOMATO FRUITWORM (Heliothis armigera) - TENNESSEE - Severe 
injury to tomatoes in Clarksville area. About two-thirds tomatoes in 
commercial plantings infested. (Scott). 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE (Leptinotarsa decemlineata) - IDAHO - 
Common on volunteer potatoes in beetfields in western area. (Douglass, 
Aug. 21). 


A SERPENTINE LEAF MINER - PENNSYLVANIA - General but not 
abundant on potatoes in southeastern area. (Menusan). 


TOBACCO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix hirtipennis) - DELAWARE - Abundant 
on potatoes east of Dover. (Late News). NORTH CAROLINA - Infesting 
many fields of tobacco in mountain and Piedmont areas, up to 10 beetles 
per plant. (Scott). 
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TUBER FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix tuberis) - COLORADO - Populations 
do not appear excessive in late plantings of potatoes. (Colo. Ins. Det. 
Comm.). 


\PHIDS-COL. Building up in potato and sugar beet fields in Weld County.

HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - NEW YORK - Infesting some planting 
in Westchester County. (Androsko). MARYLAND - Light to moderate 
on full-grown tobacco Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 
NORTH CAROLINA - Scattered fields in mountain and Piedmont areas 
moderately infested. (Scott), TENNESSEE - Moths of tobacco hornworm 
moderately abundant in Clarksville area, tomato hornworm moths 

scarce. (Scott), ARIZONA - Damaging numbers on chili peppers at 
Amado.

SQUASH VINE BORER (Melittia cucurbitae) - RHODE ISLAND - Continues 
to cause damage to squash over State. (Hyland). 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - WYOMING - Curly top 
reported in sugar beets in local areas of Goshen County. (Poyner). 


CUTWORMS - ARIZONA - Becoming abundant in some fields of sugar 
beets at Mesa. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Seems to be increasing in Duplin County. Generally light in Piedmont area 
but heavy in mountains. (Brett), TENNESSEE - Numbers not sufficient 

to require controls in Clarksville area this vear. (Scott), WYOMING - 
Severe damage to garden beans in central Laramie County. (Poyner). 
UTAH - Injury to beans in several counties. (Knowlton).

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BANDED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica balteata) - LOUISIANA - 
Considerable larval damaye to sweetpotatoes in St. Landry and West 
Feliciana Parishes. Damage general and ranging up to 75 percent. 
(Cockerham, Floyd, McCrory). 


SWEETPOTATO LEAF ROLLER (Pilocrocis tripunctata) - LOUISIANA - 
Damage to sweetpotato foliage sufficient to require control in St. Landry 
Parish. (Cockerham, Floyd). 


SLUGS - MAINE - Severe damage to vegetable crops in Hancock County. 
Also attacking vegetables in Washington County. Control difficult. 
(Rogers, Mason, July Rept. ). 


SUGARCANE BEETLE (Euetheola rugiceps) - LOUISIANA - Destroying 
strawberry plants in plant beds in Tangipahoa Parish. (Cockerham). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - OKLAHOMA - Infestation 
remains light, and it may be a long time before it is as low over the entiré} 
State as it is now, (Stiles). MISSOURI - Light numbers of migrating 
weevils in Ripley, Butler, Dunklin and Stoddard Counties. (Kyd, Thomas). 
ARKANSAS - Migrating in all areas, but not very heavy except into 
fields of growing cotton. Infestation heavy in some irrigated cotton. 
Eighty-two percent of fields inspected were infested. (Warren, Barnes). 
TENNESSEE - Of the 12 west Tennessee counties surveyed, heaviest 
population in Shelby, Fayette, Hardeman, McNairy and Hardin. Forty 
fields surveyed and 35 found with an average infestation of 5.9 percent 
compared with 4. 2 last week, Adults numerous. (Locke). LOUISIANA - 
Squares examined in 187 fields in 7 parishes had average infestation of 
33 percent compared with 19 percent last week and 21 percent two weeks 
ago. (Gaines et al). MISSISSIPPI - Of 91 fields inspected in 3 delta j 
counties 74 or 81 percent infested compared with 85 percent last week and © 
88 percent last year. Square infestation was 15. 2 percent against 15. 7 ] 
percent last year. (Dunnam et al). GEORGIA - Infestation in Fort Valley ~ 
area less than average year. (Snapp). Moderate infestations in cotton 
still growing in Gordon County. (Jordan). 
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BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp. et al) - ARIZONA - Low in all cotton fields 
examined in Maricopa County; 2 to 9 eggs per 100 terminals in most of 
Cochise County, 28 per 100 terminals in field at Bowie; light or 
negligible egg count in Graham County. Predators, notably Chrysopa, 
apparently reducing larval population in most of Cochise and Graham 
Counties, Some increase in Pima County, August 21. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 
NEW MEXICO - Second generation varies from area to area. Chaves 
County reports few larvae surviving. Light to heavy in untreated fields 
in Lea County. (Dobson, August 21). OKLAHOMA - Extensive spraying 

of cotton in Greer County. (Bower). LOUISIANA - Of 185 fields examined 
in 7 parishes, 152 infested with an average of 8. 4 eggs per 100 terminals 
compared with 7.6 last week and 10.0 two weeks ago. Larvae in 117 
fields averaged 3.3 per 100 terminals compared with 4.1 last week and 
0.7 two weeks ago. At Tallulah during week ending August 26, 1,123 

H. armigera moths collected in mercury vapor traps and 1, 589 in black 
light traps.(G, etal) MOQ-nfestations limited to more rank fields. 
Economic infestations scattered over Scott, Stoddard, New Madrid, Miss- 
issippi and Pemiscot Counties. A few of more heavily infested fields 
show 4-7 percent boll injury. Moths very heavy around lights and 
parasites and predators fairly numerous. (Kyd, Thomas). ARKANSAS - 
Infestations remain critical in many fields. Another flight of adults _ 
underway and heavy egg deposition in high percentage of fields. Insecti- 
cidal control necessary in most cases. (Warren, Barnes). MISSISSIPPI - 
Average 68.6 eggs per 100 terminals in 16 fields. Larvae in 6 fields 
averaged 3.7 per 100 terminals, In light trap catches at Stoneville for 
week ending August 26, 3,293 H. armigera collected. (Dunnam et al). 
TENNESSEE - Heavy in some fields. Considerable damage in spots of 
McNairy and Hardin Counties. (Locke). VIRGINIA - General infestation 
in cotton in Greenville County. (Morris), GEORGIA - Heavy infestations 
in succulent cotton in Gordon County. (Jordan). 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - TEXAS - Gin trash 
inspection started or completed in 25 south and south central counties by 
August 15. At same time in 1953 inspection started or completed in only 
13 counties. By August 15, 1953, 1,034 bushels of trash had been inspected 
and 823,169 pink boll worms found for average of 796 bollworms per bushel 
of trash. To same date in 1954, 2,054 bushels inspected and 800, 657 

sink bollworms found for average of 390 per bushel. Most of decrease in 
Coastal Bend counties with increases in Winter Garden area where there 
was a late crop last year and in south central counties, (Pink Bollworm 
Cont. Proj. ). 
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SPIDER MITES - NEW MEXICO - Spotty throughout cotton area. 
(Dobson, Aug, 21). LOUISIANA - Continue to increase in numbers. 
(Gaines et al). GEORGIA - Severe infestations in Gordon County have 
caused considerable defoliation. (Jordan). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argiliacea) - NEW MEXICO - Appearing 
throughout cotton area but infestations light. Tucumcari expecting 

heavy infestation with next generation. (Dobson, Aug. 21). TEXAS - 
Considerable number of larvae still feeding in late cotton Brownsville 
area. Many pupae together with numerous parasites. Thousands of 
moths around lights, windows and on shrubbery during day but decreased 
Since August 9; few now present. Moths occasionally seen feeding on 
fruits in stores and one found with beak inserted in apparently sound 
cantaloup. (Bishopp). OKLAHOMA - Ragging few fields of cotton in 
Payne, Jackson and Weshita Counties. (Stiles), TENNESSEE - Found in 
some fields in western area out damage slight. (Locke). 


COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Psallus seriatus) - MISSOURI - Nymphs and 
adults unusually heavy over much of cotton area though maturity of cotton 
does not warrant control measures, From 55-90 per 100 terminals in 
several fields. (Kyd, Thomas). 


WHITEFLIES - NEW MEXICO - Occurring in more and more fields in 
Chaves County area. Also present in Eddy County. Some honeydew 
where infestations heavy. (Dobson, Aug. 21). 


- SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Few on 
cotton near Buckeye, August 21, (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


INSECTS AFFECTING OTHER FIBER PLANTS 


A CERAMB YCID (Hippopsis lemniscata) - FLORIDA - Infesting experi- 
mental planting of ramie at Belle Glade. About 40 percent of stalks have 
oviposition punctures, This is first observation of this beetle on ramie, 
although it has previously attacked kenaf, jute, hemp, and other fiber 
plants. (Genung). 
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FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - MAINE - First pupation Fryeburg 
area July 13. Considerable wilt disease Bridgton-Naples area. (Russell). 
Moderate infestation Union&Warren in Knox County. (Jaeger). 
Numerous forest tracts defoliated up to 80 percent in southern Somerset 
County. (Frazier). Severe damage in southern Maine. (Peirson). These 
reports ere for July. 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula aloizziae) - MARYLAND - Heavy damage 
to mimosa in College Park area, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent, 
Dept. ). 


A JACK PINE BUDWORM (Choristoneura pinus) - MINNESOTA - Damage 
to mature jack pine over 5-10 square mile area north of Bemidji and in 
Hubbard and Wadena Counties. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - WYOMING - Moderate 
to heavy damage to pine in areas of Fremont County. Insecticides being 
applied some properties. (Poyner). 


BIRCH LEAF MINER €Fenusa pusilla) - MAINE - Outbreak in Kennebec 
County. (Peirson, July Rept. ). 


HEMLOCK LOOPER - MAINE - Moderate infestation Piscataquis, 
Hancock and Washington Counties during July. (Peirson). 


SATIN MOTH ( Stilpnotia salicis) - MAINE - Defoliation of poplars in 
central and northern areas. Eggs being laid July 17. (Frazier, July Rept.). 


A FLAT-HEADED BORER - OKLAHOMA - Damage to willow trees in 
nursery stock in Oklahoma County. (Bower). 


A BAGWORM - ARIZONA - Numerous on eucalyptus trees in Tucson. 
Also abundant last year. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


TENT CATERPILLARS (Malacosoma spp) - OREGON - Moths have laid 
eggs on gingko in Benton County, camellia in Polk County, tansy rag-wort 
in Tillamook County, bean pods, walnuts, cane berries, filberts, elm, 
oak, maple, camellia, firethorn in Marion County. Abundance of moths 
this year probably accounted for great variety of plants used by egg- 
laying moths. (Every, Swenson, Rasmussen). 
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STORED-PRODUCTS INSECTS 
CIGARETTE BEETLE (Lasioderma serricorne) - FLORIDA - Adults 


in tobacco processine warehouss & Cuincy. Populations have increased 
until control measures being used in all houses in area. (May). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


HORN FLY (Siphona irritans) - TEXAS - Numerous on cattle in Hunt, 
_ Rockwall, Kaufman, Van Zandt and Delta Counties. (Garner). ARIZONA - 
Unusually abundant on cattle in Santa Cruz and Graham Counties, probably 
throughout southeastern area, (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). UTAH - Annoyingly 7 
abundant in many parts of State. (Knowlton). 


SCREW-WORM (Callitroga hominivorax) - ARIZONA -- General infestation 
over southern area, rather heavy due to prolonged summer rains. Not . 
yet reported from higher central areas. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


Mitchell County. (ao mell), 


HOUSE FLIES - MAINE - Infestation building up rapidly during July in 
northern Aroostook County. (Worthley), Moderate to severe in barns 
in central and southern areas during July. (Hawkins). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


A PREDACEOUS BEETLE (Collops sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Unusually 


abundant this season in Riverside County. Feeding on eggs of bollworms, 
loopers and armyworms.. (Coop, Ins. Pest. Rept.). 


LACEWINGS‘Chrysopa spp.) - ARIZONA - Larvae widespread and 
fairly abundant in cotcon fields in Cochise and Graham Counties, (Ariz. 
Coop. Rept. ). 


A STREPSIPTERON - ARIZONA - Parasitizing three-cornered alfalfa 
hopper in an alfalfa field near Tempe. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ).

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MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


FIELD CRICKET (Acheta asisimilis) - RHODE ISLAND - Building up 
recently and invading homes. Now very noticeable and causing some 
concern. (Hyland). MISSISSIPPI - Very numerous again, as last fall, 
at lights and in basements of buildings in towns in Oktibbeha County. 
(Hutchins). 


. EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - UTAH - Still causing much 
annoyance, but declining some counties. (Knowlton). 


A CICADA KILLER (Sphecius specigsus)- PENNSYLVANIA - Generally 
abundant. (Pepper). 


SCORPIONS-- MISSOURI - Adults numerous in several counties around 
the Lake of the Ozarks and other south central counties eastward to 
St, Louis. Numerous requests for control around houses. (Kyd, Thomas). 


RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS © 
OF ENTRY 

Living larvae of the so-called leek moth, Acrolepia assectella (Zell. ) 
were intercepted on two occasions recently in leeks in ships' stores 
from France and Italy at Philadelphia, Pa. (Freedland). This moth is 
considered an important pest of leeks throughout Europe, including 
the British Isles where it was first observed damaging leeks in 1943. 
The larvae first mine the outer leaves of the plant then bore into the 
folded central leaves in all directions to cause extensive damage. Onions, 
jarlic, shallots are also attacked but injury to these crops is less severe. 
In onions the larvae feed in the hollow leaves of the plant and in the 
seed stalk. A few larvae have been observed entering the bulbs after 
the foliage dies down. This insect is not known to occur in the United 
States, 


ADDITIONAL NOTES ~ 


LOUISIANA - BOLLWORM damaging one field of alfalfa in Avoyelles 
Parish. .Moderate infestation in Bossier Parish, (Burns, Newsom). BEET 
ARMYWORM heavy on alfalfa in Bossier Parish. In one field 224 larvae 
collected in 100 sweeps. (Newsom), A LEAF MINER (Liriomyza sp. ) 
abundant on alfalfa in northern part of State. As high as 32 mines per 
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100 leaves. (Newsom). A LOOPER damaging foliage of cotton and 
sweet potatoes in St. Landry Parish. (Burns, Cockerham). BROWN 
COTTON LEAFWORM moths tentatively identified as Acontia dacia 
taken in mercury vapor light trap at Natchitoches night of Aug. 26, 
(Newsom). 


SOUTH DAKOTA - EUROPEAN CORN BORER-Apparently a smaller 
percentage of larvae have pupated than had been thought would pupate 
this fall. This means that the percentage of single-brooded strain 
individuals eppears to be somewhat hiyher than that of the multiple- 
brooded strain in central eastern counties. Later surveys will shed 
more light on this subject. (Halvorson, Spawn). LYGUS BUGS averaged 
1.17 bugs per sweep in central eastern counties. CLOVER LEAFHOPPER 
averaged 1. 33 specimens per sweep in central eastern counties. 
GRASSHOPPERS ranged from 5 to 14 per square yard (both adults and 
nymphs). Populations composed mainly of Melanovlus femur rubrum, 
in alfalfa, in central eastern counties. (Halvorson). 


GEORGIA - LESSER CORNSTALK BORER - Heavy infestation killing 
soybean plants in Washinston County. Nearly 100 percent damage in 40 
acre-field, August 20. (Turner). A few VELVETBEAN CATERPILLARS 
observed on soybeans in Macon County, August 6. (J. Alden). FALL 
ARMYWORM heavy on Coastal Bermuda in Tift County (Beck and Morgan). 
FLEAS unusually abundant at Fort Valley, August 16. (Snapp). WHITE- 
FRINGED BEETLE - Light infestation in 50 acres residential area in 
Thomaston. First record in Upson County. (Snodgrass, Aug. 16). 


KANSAS - GRASSHOPPERS are generally of non-economic importance 
in the western two-thirds of the State. No EUROPEAN CORN BORERS 
were found in five fields in Smith and Jewell Counties. A 1 to 4 percent 
infestation found in Cloud County. FALL ARMYWORM infestations 

were 40 to 60 percent, at base of ears, in Smith and Jewell Counties. 
CORN LEAF APHID now important problem, especially on combine 
sorghums because honeydew is a factor in combining operations and in 
gettin; grain dry enough for storage. Greatest infestation and damage 
in fields in north central Kansas is now in portions of fields where grain 
forming in heads. (Knutson). 


VIRGINIA - MEADOW SPITTLEBUG averages 7 per 100 sweeps 15-inch 
net in Pittsylvania County alfalfa, 30 per 100 in Montgomery. Mating 

in Montgomery County. (Muka). Sixty-seven CLOVER LEAFHOPPERS 
per 100 sweeps in one alfalfa field in Montgomery County, 73 POTATO 
LEAFHOPPERS per 100 sweeps in Pittsylvania County alfalfa. (Muka). 
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In combination with dry weather, GRASSHOPPER damage more severe than 
usual in Augusta County but infestation on whole medium. (Woodside). 

Very heavy damage to elms by ELM LEAF BEETLE in Patrick County. 
(Olinger). Heavy outbreak of FALL ARMYWORM in late corn in 

Botetourt County, 60-80 percent of plants affected with as many as 5 
larvae on some stalks. (Burtner). 


NEW YORK - Indications of heavy late infestation of EUROPEAN CORN 
BORER in Westchester County. (Androsko). 


PENNSYLVANIA - MEADOW SPITTLEBUGS beginning to lay eggs in 
southeastern area. (Menusan). 


ARIZONA - BEET ARMYWORM (Laphygma exiqua) - Numerous, 10-60 
per 100 sweeps, in several alfalfa fields on Yuma Mesa. (Ariz. Coop. 
Rept. ). 


MISSOURI - GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - Damage to 
alfalfa continues over much of State. Moths still very numerous. Few 
instances of injury to soybeans in central counties. Various fall-sown 
garden crops heavily damaged in central area also. (Kyd, Thomas).

area, and Winnemucca, Nevada had a minimum temperature 30° on the 
27th. Hurricane Carol,maintaining a slow northward movement off the 
south Atlantic Coast. most of the week, speeded up rapidly on the 30th 
and by midnight the center was about 100 miles east of the lower 
Chesapeake Bay. At that time heavy rain which had fallen along the 
immediate coast from Wilmington, North Carolina to Nantucket, 
Massachusetts totalled 1.70 to 0.99 inches, respectively, at these 
Stations. Hatteras, North Carolina measured 3.95 inches. (Summary 
supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau).
